DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/25/2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

□ The prior art fails to teach an apparatus of Claims 1 and 7-1 1 that 
specifically comprises the following: 

- The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the admitted prior art of the instant application and the 
invention patented in Pat. No. US 6,198,764 and US 6,192,070. 

The improvement comprises: 

With regard Claims 1 and 7-1 1 , "(b) appending the first data, prior 
to transmission, with information regarding at least one of a second timing, 
modulation, and frequency for a subsequent transmission; and (c) 
transmitting second data from the transmitter according to the information, 
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wherein the at least one of the second tinning, modulation, and frequency 
is changed from the first timing modulation, and frequency by the 
information." as recited in combination with other limitation in claims 1 and 
7-11, respectively.,
